The 
examiners are looking for possible poison which suddenly
killed a corral-full of rattle be->                   -
ing fed partially on garbage at 
the ranch, which is located at 
Earl and Spencer Sts.

Agajanian said the cattle were 
worth $19,000.

The steers were part of a herd 
of 150 in three corrals. Ranch 
h&nds said the dead animals had 
Wfeived the same feed as the 
animals in the other two corrals.

Part of the steers' diet was 
greens and vegetables from gar­ 
bage collections, but the work- 
en said these were carefully se­ 
lected and contained nothing 
poisonous.
